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S far as transportation services are 
A concerned, the forgotten pewple of 
British Columbia are the settlers,. busi- 
nessmen and resort operators of the Gulf 
Islands. In disregard of its moral if not 
legal duty to supply the islands with 
steamer service satisfying public con- 
venience and necessity, the CPR has 
blandly informed the residents that after 
September 27 they will have to get along 
as best they can with a single connection 
once a week, in summer as well as winter 
Salt Spring Island, the largest community 
of them all. is to be cut off entirely by the 
CPR and left with no ship service what- 
ever, except the inadequate car ferry 
between Fulford Harbor and Swartz Bay 

It is only a short time since the com- 
pany assured the Gulf Istands that ample 
ship service would be maintained by the 
Se. Prineess Flaine: and on the. strength 
of that undertaking the federal govern 
ment did extensive improvements to 
wharf facilities at the ports affected 
Most of this work was carried out to 
arcnmmodate the» CPR,—because the 
Flaine was a bigger vessel than those 
serving the islands hitherto Now the 
company announces that the schedule of 
four sailings im summer and three in 
winter is a losing proposition with a 
steamer as large as the Flaine 

The indignation of the island residents 
as this callousness towards the plight in 
store for them can readily be understood 


“Gulf Islands Badly Let Down 


It is no fault of theirs that the CPR has 
allowed its coastal fleet to run down to 
the point where there is. not a smaller 
vessel available to give the type of 
service that is required. The CPR has 
suffered unfortunate losses, it is true; but 
depletion of its fleet through the sinking 
of the Kathleen, for example, has nothing 
to do with this case. The company has 
known for years that its ships-on Gulf 
Islands and West Coast services, like, the 
defunct Princesses Mary and Maquinna, 
were getting old and worn out, and has 
not made any move to replace them, At 
the same time it has further depleted long 
established and manifestly essential serv 
ices by inaugurating a brand new run to 
Kemano. where profits are likely to be 
higher The CPR had ample advance 
notice of development at Kemano to have 
added to its fleet, instead of penalizing 
settlers and trade elsewhere 

The Gulf Islands are a delightful vaca 
tion land with great possibilities of 
development, now doomed to eclinse—if 
necessary steamer service is withdrawn 
We do not think the people of these 
islands exaggerate when thev protest that 
the curtailment which the CPR intends to 
effect would ruin the_resorts. They have 
the strongest grounds for com 
plaint, and efforts towards redress 
should have the support of al) tourist and 
trade organizations on Vancouver Island 
and the Mainland
